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Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed June 1 3, 2008, with respect to claims 1 , 3, 4, 6-9, 1 1 - 
15, 17, 18, 20-23, and 25-28 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of claims 1, 3, 4, 6-9, 11-15, 17, 18, 20-23, and 25-28 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 3, 4, 6-9, 11-15, 17, 18, 20-23, and 25-28 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1,15, and 28, the prior art of record fails to show or fairly 

suggest that the modulated credit value has a higher credit value when the credit- 
bearing content (e.g. advertisements) is being presented to a consumer via television 
who is known to be in a demographic group that has a high probability of purchasing a 
product featured in said credit-bearing content. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
